Chief Swingley's Integrity Is Involved |

It anyone should tell this story in New 
York, people wouldn't think much of it. 
They ve been accustomed to just such hap- 
penings for many a day. 

In St. Louis it is different. 

The story reaches the public through the 
complaint of J. W. Schrader of 1808 Madison 
street to Chief Swingley of the ne De- 
partment. Schrader imagined that the only 
way to get a political position .was to 
pay a politician to “pull’’ for him. This he 
did, with sad results to himself and to cer- 
tain other individuals, more or less mixed 
up in this petty political intrigue. 

Schrader had been telling all his friends 
around Madison street that he was sure of 
an appointment. He had things fixed.“ 
he said. Last Monday, when Chief Swing- 
ley appointed the last batch of new men 
and Schrader’s name was not among the 
lucky ones, he awoke. He's been howling 
ever since, 

Feeling that he had been thrown down, 
Schrader went to see Chief Swingley. He 
told the chief just why he had anticipated 

ne of the vacant places falling to his lot, 
tnd from his point of view he had good 
reason to expect it. 

His story was that about two weeks ago 
he gave F. H. Krietemeyer, member of the 
House of Delegates from the Tenth Ward, 
$50 to get him a job on the Fire Department. 
Krietemeyer, he said, wanted $300, of which 
$100 was to go to Chief Swingley, $50 to the 
medical examiner, $25 for a wine supper for 
Chief Swingley and his friends, and $125 
was to stick to Krietemeyer’s fingers for his 
services. 

The chief naturally opened his eyes. He 
was indignant beyond measure. e idea 
of anyone saying that money would make 
him put a man on his department made 
his blood boll, and the champagne per 
Was a particularly sore point with bim. 
The chief told Schrader whatever ehance 
he ever had to get had been ruined 
by his attempt at bery..In the nex 
ace he told Sehrader.te get his mon 
—.— promising him a thorvugh investiga - 


Thursday Schrader reappeared before 
the Chief. He had with him Jom W. 
Zeuschel, Krietmeyer’s partner in the real 
estate business at 1338 Franklin avenue. 
The import of this conference was that 
Schrader had gotten his money back, not 
from Krietemeyer but from Zeuschel. Why 
Zeuschel should take such interest in his 
partner's affairs under the circumstances 
the House of Delegates man explains in his 
own way. 

The true inwardness of this transaction 
is hard to get at. One thing is certain, 
and that is that Schrader gave up $50 to 
either Krietemeyer or Zeuschel. Zeuschel

Sherwood, to St. Lou's 
last @aturday to urge upon Chairman Maf- 
Utt the advisability of an early call of the 
committee for a discussion of the plan ot 
campaign. It is now given out that had 
Mr. Bherwood failed in his mission, he was 
to pave the way for a meeting between 
Auditor Seibert and Secretary of State 
Lesueur with Chairman Maffitt, ex-Gov. 
Francis and others of the recalicitrants for 
the purpose of a thorough canvass of the 
situation and to win the ex-Governor over 
to the cause of the harmonigers, when, of 
course Mr. Maffitt could ail the more easily 
be convinced of the justice of thelr de- 
mands. This meeting was to be held not 
later than last Tuesday at some point in 
this city designated by Messrs. Francis and 
Maffitt. Mr. Sherwood’s tragic death, of 
course, Mr. Maffitt could ail the more easily 
outi{ned, though it is said the interference 
amounts only to a brief postponement and 
Messrs. Seibert and Lesueur are expected 
to visit St. Lou's shortly and confer With 
the ex-Governor and the chairman.

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AN ERA UF PROSPERITY. 


The seventh annual report of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for the 
year ending June, 1894, shows that the 
railroads were stilt in June, 1894, suffering 
from the great depression caused by the 
panic of 1893. The eighth annual report 
will doubtless have a different tale to 
tell. A special report recently issued by 

Bradstreet's ‘shows that the railroads 
have entered upon an era of prosperity, 
which is an unerring sign that there has 
been a widespread revival of business 
and that we need have no fears for the 
immediate future. 

The first six months of 1894 were even 
worse for the railroads than the corre- 
sponding period of 1893. The net earn- 
ings of 145 railroads in the first six 
months of 1894 showed a decrease as 
compared with the same period in 1893 
of over 18 per cent. For the same six 
months this year these railroads aggre- 
gate net earnings of $102,767,786, being a 
gain of 8 per cent over last year. 

Of the 145 railroads included in the re- 

yn of 126 of the principal 
thirds show gains, 
net earnings, over

AN OVERWORKED LIBRARIAN. 


The venerable and venerated Spofford, 
Librarian of Congress, has been accused 
of a shortage of-$22,000 in his accounts 
and has tendered the Government the 
amount in full. This he can easily pay, 
since he is @stimated to be worth more 
than $100,000 in cash. 

But the literary world has received a 
shock at Mr. Spofford’s downfall from 
which it will be slow to recover. Hav- 
ing for a lifetime supervised and tended 
one of the greatest libraries in the world, 
he was easily reckoned one of the greatest 
librarians. It now develops, however, 
that Mr. Spofford’s reputation was due 
to his marvelous memory. He carried in 
his head the titles and whereabouts of 
the million or more books under his con- 
trol, and nobody in the library was per- 
mitted to know anything beyond that. 
The card and catalogue system in use 
in every civilized country of the world 
was quietly ignored, and if Mr. Spofford 
failed to remember—which he seldom 
did—the applicant did not receive the 
book for which he had called. 

Of course, there had to be an ending to 
this. It could not go on forever, because 
eventually Librarian Spofford’s memory 
must fail him, and then the great library 
over which he has presided would be- 
come little more than a heap of rubbish 
Mr. Spofford says that hiseshortage is 
due to the fact that he was overworked. 
Eyerybody familiar with the facts can 
e@ily admit this to be true. A man who 
undertakes to carry a million or. more 
books in his head is liable to be over- 
worked; but this very admission convicts 
Mr. Spofford of poor business ability 
and makes of him a very inadequate 
librarian. 
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DISEASED MILK AND MEAT. 


The report of Dr. James to Health 
Commissionér Starkloff shows a very 
careless condition of affairs in connection 
with the dairy cows of North St. Louis. 
Since Wednesday of last week there 
have been twenty-three deaths from fe- 
ver, seventeen of them occurring in a 
single dairy. In the meantime it is im- 
possible to guéss how much disease-in- 
fected milk has been distributed over the 
city and fed to children, and how far 
it has led to the usual summer “slaugh- 
ter of the innocents.” q 

The truth is that the metropolitan city 


legal system of dairy inspection. Efforts 
in this direction have frequently been 
made, but something has always, hap- 
pened to prevent success. There have 
been dairy inspectors before now, but 
when anappropriation for their pay failed 
to pass the Municipal Assembly they 
ceased to inspect. Once we had a chem- 
ist detailed to analyze milk, but as he 
could not get money for his work he 
naturally quit work. Asa result the vast 
dairy system of St. Louis, upon whick 
the health and lives of thousands of 
persons daily depend, is a go-as-you- 
please, and everybody is His own ignorant 
inepector. * ö 
Ts it not time to begin a reformation 
of the dairies? Is there not enough 
spare income to the city to provide for a 
system of inspection that will insure 
pure milk, healthy cows aya decent treat- 
ment of thé animals from which the milk 
is obtained? This is one of the 7 4 
important subjects which the people éan 
have to discuss, because it belongs to 
every home in St. Louls, and they cannot 
discuss it too vigorously. The idea of 
railroad companies being allowed to 
empty their eattle cars on the commons 
of North St. Louis, where they know 
the dairy cows feed, is bad enough for a 
village; it is criminal in a great city. 
Dr. James says this is how fever has 
been injected into the local dairies and 
he is unquestionably right, but why are 
these dangerous acts permitted? 
Sanitary Officer Francis says that I- 
linois has a perfect stock inapection law, 
while that of Missouri is a lamentable 
failure. It h evident that Mr. Fran- 
cis is correct. We have a small army of 
meat inspectors, and yet every day cer- 
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At least that is what the newspapers 
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4 Saad nas only one idea, and

WOMAN’S GENIUS 


Shown by the List of Patents Issued 
for Their Inventions. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. . -A pam- 
Dhlet published by the Patent Office gives a 
list of patents issued to women by the Gov- 


ernment. The first patent issued to a woman 
was in 1809 to Mary Kies for a method of 
weaving straw with silk or thread. Six 
years later one was issued to Mary Brush 
for a corset. In 1862 only fourteen patents 
were issued to women, that being the larg- 
est in any year up to that time. In 1870 it 
was sixty, in 1 over ninety-two, in 1890 
over 200, and 1898 over WO. 

From 1809 to 1888 women's inventions av- 
eraged thirty a year; from 1888 to 1892, 230 a 
year, and since 1892; a year. The pam- 
phiet gives a classification of women’s in- 
ventions. This shows that wearing apparel 
leads the list with 160 different patents in 
thirty months. 

Then comes cooking” utensils with 100 in- 
ventions, furniture with fifty-five, heating 
and washing or cleaning 88 with for- 
y odd each, sewing and spinning devices 
and building apperatus with about thirty 

each, educational and medical apparatus, 
toys and trunks, about M each: Other lines 
in which women have tried their inventive 
faculties are baby earriages, barrel and bi- 
cycle attachments. printing and bottling 
apparatus, boxes and baskets, clocks, flow- 
ers, horse shoes, motors, musical instru- 
ments, plumbing and presrving devices, 
screens, stationery; theatrical apparatus, 
toilet articles and typewriter attachments. 

Few of the patents issued to women were 
for entirely new creations. Excluding those 
especially concerning women’s work, nearly 
all the other patents were for attachments 
to some previously existing device.
